Simone de Beauvolr was cap- 
tivated by the maturity of Sartre's 
thinking.

Algren 
vented hia rage at finding himself 
unmistakably portrayed in ‘'The 
Mandarina" by retaliating with a 
malictous article about Simone de 
Beauvoir in “Playboy.” 


PERHAPS ONE reason why 
Simone dco Beauvoir and Sartra 
never married fs that she nevor 
wanted a child. A friend, Madame 
Henriette Nizan, aays: “When she 
met me in the park pushing my 
baby along in the pram she was 
appalied. She found the whole idea 
of children inoredible and 
terrible." 

Urged on by Sartre, Simone de 
Beauvoir wrote several novels 
and short stories while teaching at 
secondary schools in Marseilles 
and Rouen. But for ten years she 


could not satisfy a publisher. Her‘ 


firat book to get into print was 
“L'Invitée,” ἃ philosophical novel 
iNustrating Hegel's pronounce- 
ment that “each consclousness 
pursues the death of the other." 
“L'invitée," which appeared in 
1948, is a fictionalized account of 
the Πέθ οἵ the constellation of Left- 
wing intellectuala who gravitated 
around Sartre. 

The theme is a tense triangular 
relationship, based on the 
author's own experiences, 
between a devoted couple and a 
younger woman. In “'L'Invitee.” 
aa in her later novels, Simone de 
Beauvoir's debt to Ernest 
Hemingway — which she has 
always acknowledged — emerges 
clearly. She cultivates the same 
tightness of dialogue and 
describes scenes, not objectively, 
but through the eyes of the central 
characters. - :

SIMONE DE BEAUVOIR return- 
ed impressed fram a visit to Israel! 
with Sartre In 1986, She has never 
made any secret af her sym- 
pathies for Israel or the entire 
Jewish People. She aprang to the 
defence of Jean-Francois Steiner 
after his book *'Trebilnka,"’ 
descrthing the extermination of 
800,000 Jews in 10 months inside 
the Nazi gaa chambers, was 
denounced as a disservice to 
Jewry. She compared the cam- 
paign against Steiner with that 
against Jerusalem Prize winner 
Andre Schwarz-Bart, author of 
“The Last of the Just,” a saga of 
Jewish wisdom through the ages. 

She wrote: “Once again I get 
the {inpression that the campaign 
is being conducted by a group of 
rather elderly Jewish writers, 
who have written books which 
have often been excellent but - 
which have not attained a wide 
public, and who seem annoyed 
when a young man writes a 
successful book. By recounting the 
uprising at Treblinka Steiner 
shows, on the contrary, that there 
are enormous possibilities of 
herolam among the Jews because, 
of all the revolts which took place 
in the concentration campa, that 
at Treblinka was the biggest and 
the most succegsful."" 

Simone de Beauvoir aprang to 
Israel's support alter the Yom 
Kippur War, when the Syrians 
heartlessly delayed the publica- 
tion of the list of Israeli prisoners- 
of-war whom they were holding. 
She wrote in “Le Monde"; Why 
is there this inhuman attitude? On 
the Golan Heights bodies of Israeli 
soldiers have been found cruelly 
tortured. However abomlnabic 
they may appear, these excesses 
of hate can be Imagined In the 
heat of battle. But how can we im- 
aogine a government in cold blood 
inflicting on disarmed young non 
the anguish of imprisonment 
without any guarantee that it will 
end white condemning hundreds 
of familles to the agony of doubt." 


SHE ACCUSED the Syrians of try- 
ing to make it Impoasible to iden- 
tify the bodies of Isracii soldlers In 
order to crente disarray and un- 
dermine Israeli morale, But she 
argued that, after the war was 
over, there was no justification for 
continuing the nightmare, 
She wrote: “There Is nothing 
more painful than not knowing 
whether a dear one is alive or 
dead. Tho silence of Damascus 
appears all the more cruel 
because this crucity Js gratuitous, . 
The Syrian leaders have no 
concern for the tears of Israell 
mothers. But have they no care 
for the Byrian mothers — over 500 
of them — whose sons they could 
give back to them with a single 
word? The government prefers to 
deprive them of the joy of being 
reunited rather than renaunce the 
right to ‘break Isracll hearts. If 
, they continue to trample under- 
foot the rules recognized hy all 
nations in order to limit the 
horrors of war, only one word fits 
their behaviour: barbarism," - 
Such ig the woman whom 
Jerusalem is about to honour. Her 
political ideas, her conception of 
the place of women {n modern 
society, may not have matured au 
many of her admirers hoped a 
generation ago. But nobody can 
challenge the alncerity of Simone 
.de Beauvoir, who has devoted her

in April 1925, when Yehezkiel Stelmatzky came to 
Israel to attend the official opening of the Hebrew 
University he took the opportunity to open his first 
shop. It Is still doing a flourishing trade on the same 
site in Jerusalem's centre. 


Shops In Haifa and Tel Aviv followed, the first in 
a chain of bookstores and agencies that was to cover 
the Middle East. in 1928 Stelmatzky agencies were 
opened in Belrut and Lebanon and the business ex- 
panded at the beginning of World War Il to Cairo, 
Alexandria and Baghdad.

During the war, Steimatzky's Middle East Agency 
supplied books to the Allied Forces and to clvillan 
personne! posted to the area. During thie period, 
Steimatzky's branched out Into publishing. Several 
editions of the famous "Stelmatzky’s Palestine Guide” 
appeared as well as several smaller guidebooks to 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem, etc., and a number of war maps. 


“Steimatzky'’s Guide to Lebanon and Syria” followed 
and achieved great success, to be followed in turn 
by ‘Hebrew for a Shilling,” "Arabic for a Shilling,” 
several shilllng song books, and others in the series. 
In late 1944, Steimatzky published “Greek for a 
Shilling" even before the Altled Forces invaded Crete 
and Greece. However, his expectations that Turkey 
would enter the war proved erroneous and his 
“Turkish for a Shilling” was left unsold. 


In 1948, with. the exception of the stores in what was 
to become the State of Israel, this large Middle East 
chain of bookshops became a victlm of the War of 
Independence. The branches in Arab countries were 
forced to close their doors: . :

Nevertheless, Stelmatzky was determined to 
meet the demand for books by any means available 
and accordingly implemented agreements with Eng- 
lish and American publishers to reprint thelr books 
in Israel by offset on a royalty basis. 


“Dr. Zhivago,” “Lolita,” “Exodus,” “Lady Chatterley's 
Lover," and another 70 bestsellers, including the 
“Oxford English Reader's Dictionary," were reprinted 
by Steimatzky's Agency. 


With the introduction of more liberal currency regu- 
lations in 1961, bestsellers could once again be freely 
imported and the need to reprint them in Israel came 
to an end. Recognizing that the liberalization of im- 
port quotas would assure an unprecedented ex- 
pansion in the book trade, Steimatzky ordered large 
quantities of English, French and Spanish books and 
soon the firm dominated not only the wholesale 
trade in Israel but accounted for a rapidly growing

Wanted to Know About Halacha 
But Need a Lifetime to Uncover" 
might be a good subtitle for the 
monumental ‘‘Encyclopedia 
Talmudica" which has monopoliz- 
ed the time of scholars at 
Jerusalem's Yad Harav Herzog 
for 38 years and will continue todo 
so for al least another half- 
eentury. 

The Encyclopedia aims at 
collecting all that has been said on 
Jewish law from Its cartHest 
manifestations until the present 
day, plus the background, im- 
plications and logie of the taw. 
Nothing, from a ruling of whether 
a Jew ia permitted to eat a wormy 
apple to techniques of blowing ihe 
shofar, has escaped the 
meticulous gaze of the dedicated 
researchers and writers of the En- 
eyclopedia. Even minority 
opinions, virtually consigned to 
oblivion are now being carefully 
recorded. 

The magnitude of the project, 
says Yad Harav Herzog's Direc- 
tor, Rabbi Yehoshua Hutner, [5 
unprecedented. ‘‘The Corpus 
Juris of English law covers 700 
years and took 30 years to 
catalogue in 100 volumes. But our 
Encyclopedia includes 2,500 years 
of Jewish legnl history, em.

From Jabotinsky to King 
Farouk. (Indeed, leaps across 
some of the high-spots of 
Stelmatzky's career illuminate 
much of the history of Israel and 
her neighbours during the crowd- 
ed past 50 years, via the spotlight 
of books.)
